The present invention relates to an iden- 
1i$cation tag ^.g. for luggage or the like. 

10 A. primary object of the invention is to 
provide means to ^eguard to a substantial 
extent against accidental relase of the tag 
from the artide to which it has been applied. 
According to the present invention there is 

15 provided an identification tag comprising 
fijst and second body portions foldably 
joined to each other, an elongated foldable 
member jomed to one bodv portion and 
extendinz away -from both body portions, 

20 releasable fastening means to enable the 
elongate foldable member when folded into 
a loop, by which the tag may be attached to 
an artide, to be releasably maintained as a 
loop, and ^lielding means to shield the fios- 

25 tenmg means against acddental release, the 
first and secondoody portions being foldable 
to form a U-shape and detacfaably mtercon- 
nectable to define therebetween a labeK 
receivinfi pocket in which a label may be 

30 disposed so as to be visible when the- two 
body portions are so folded and detadubly 
interconnected. 

Preferably the tag is a one piece mouldmg 
of thermoplastics material. The said £asten- 

35 ing means may comprise a slot or stud at the 
free end of the elongated foldable member 
and a correspondbg stud or slot releasably 
engageable tnerewitn at the other end of the 
elongated foldable member or at a region of 

40 the ^d body portion to which the elongated 
foldable member is attached. Tlie slot and 
stud may, for example, both be T-shaped. 

Expediently the shielding means may 
comprise a recessed part in one or both of the 

45 said body portions which is adapted, when 



the two body portionsare folded and detach- 
ably interconnected, to constitute a protec- 
tive fraume around the releasable fastening 
means in its fastened state so as to limit 
access to the festening means. 

Preferably the first and second body por- 
tions are upon folding to form a U-^nape 
detachably mterooimected in a force-fit or 
snap-fit manner. 

oy way of example a preferred embodi«- 
ment of ue invention will be described with 
refierence to the drawings accompanying the 
Provisional specification, wherem: 

Figure 1 is a plan view of an identification 
tag in its flat unassembled state, and 

Figure 2 is a perspective view on an 
enlarged scale of the identification tag of 
Figure 1. . ^ 

The identification tag shown in its flat or 
non-folded state is a one piece mouldmg hav- 
ing an elongated foldable member 1 having a 
T-shaped stud 6 whidi in use is looped 
around the handle of a case or the like, the 
stud being secured through a T-dot 7. A 
body pornon 3 serving as a lid is fixed to a 
body portion 2 serving as a base. The two 
body portions are fixed to eadi other by an 
integral resilient hinge 4. The body portion 3 
is folded over about the hinse 4 in the direc- 
tion of the curved arrow tnrough substan- 
tially ISO"" to form a U-shape, the dotted line 
in Figure 1 indicating the position taken up 
body portion 3 after folding into the 
U-^pe. In use an identifying label is inter- 
posed between body portions 2 and 3 when 
the identification tag is in its folded state, the 
body portion 2 seivmg as a base for the label 
and body portion 3 serving as a lid for tiie 
label . A cut-out part 5 seats securely over the 
T-slot 7 thus shielding the stud 6 so as to 
prevent or militate against acddental dis^ 
k>dgement of the stud ofrom the slot 7 when 
fixed therein. The body portion 3 is provided 
around thiee of its upstanding ades with a lip 
8 which snaps the three edges 9 of the base 
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.portion 2 into releasable connection there- 
with. 

WHAT WE CLAIM IS:- 

5 1, An identification tag comprising first 
.and second body portions roldablv joined to 
each other, an elongated foldabfe member 
joined to one body portion and extending 
away from both portions, releasable fosten- 

10 log means to enable the elongated foldable 
member when folded into a loop, by which 
the tag may be attached to an article, to be 
releasably maintained as a loop, and shield- 
ing means to shield the fastening means 

^ against accidental release, the first and sec- 
ond body portions being foldable to form a 
U-shape and detachably interconnectable to 
define therebetween a label-receiving pocket 
in which <a label may be disposed so as to be 

20 visible when tbe two body portions aie so 
folded and detachably interconnected. 

2. An indentification tag according to 
Oaim 1', which is a One piece moulding of 
thermoplastics material. 

25 3. ' An identification ta| according to 
Qaim 1 or Oaim 2, wherem the &stening 
means comprises a sttid at the free end of the 
elongated foldable member and a slot to be 
releasably engaged by the stud at the other 

30 end of the elongated foldable member or at a 
region of the body portion to which the elon- 
gated foldable member, is joined. 

4. An identification ta^ according to 
Claim 1 or Oaim 2, wherem the fastening 

35 means comprises a slot at the free end of the 
enlongated foldable member and a stud for 
releasable engagement with the slot at die 
other end of me elongated foldable member 
or at a region of thebody portion to which 



the elongated foldable meml>er is joined. 40 

5. An identification tag according to 
Claim 3 or Oaim 4, wherein the slot and stud 
are both T-shaped. 

6. An identification tag according to any 
preceding daim, wherein the smelding 45 
means comprise a irecessed part in <me or 
both of the said body portions which is 
adapted, when the body portions axe folded 
ana detachably interconnected, to constitute 

a protective frame around the releasable £as- 50 
tening means in its fastened state so as to 
limit access to the fastening means so fos<- 
tened. 

7. An identification tag according to any 
preceding daim, wherein the first and second 55 
body portions become detachably interoon- 
nectea in a force-fit or snap fit manner vpon 
folding to form a U-shape. 

8. An identification tag according to any 
prececting daim, wherein Uie first body por- ^ 
tion serves as a base for an identifying label 

and is joined to the elongated fcndable 
member and the second body portion senres 
as a lid for the label adapted to be retained 
between the first and second body portions. ^ 

9. An identification tag according to 
Qaim 8, wherein the shielding means com- 
prise a recessed i>art in die free end of the 
second body portion. 

10. An identification tag substantial^ as 70 
herehi described with reference to and as 
shown in the drawings accompanying the 
Provisional specification. 
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
